1.000 Mill 
have b een vaccinated b y Thur.sduy 
evening. 
A 
shipm ent 
of vaccine 
points was delayed W ednesday b y 
;i derailm ent of the train b ringing 
tlie lot. 
No neM' case.s have b een 
reported, and the three patients arc 
reported to b e recovering. 
Dr. C hauncey F. tlhapinan Issyed 
the following 
statem ent T hursday 
m orning: 
"The university 
authorities are 
actively co-operating with the L in ­ 
coln departm ent of health In vac­ 
cinating 
against smallpox. 
These 
preventive m easures are timely and 
will. In all prob ab ility, prevent an 
epidemic such as has occurred In 
different parts of the country. 
"The greatest 
draw b ack 
health 
authorities have to contend M-lth In 
preventing the spread of smallpox 
has to do w ith tho patient, family 
and the 
physician M’ho 
is called 
during the early .symptoms of the 
disease. The sym ptom s of so-called 
influenza 
(properly 
term ed mixed 
respiratory Infection) are practical­ 
ly Identical Mlth those of smallpox. 
The patient has high tem perature, 
b ackache or headache, perhaps b oth, 
with other aches and pains which 
m ay or m ay not have b een preceded 
Mlth a chill or chilly sensations. In

smallpox 
these sym ptom s will cease b y the 
end of the fourth 
day 
when the 
eruption m akes Its appearance. Tlie 
doctor l.s called ab out the second 
or third day of the Illness and the 
usual diagnosis, 
following 
sym p­ 
toms outlined. Is grip, leaves some 
medicine w ith Instructlon.s to call 
him again If patient does not re ­ 
spond a.s expected. 
The third day 
patient feels b etter so there Is no 
use of calling the doctor. 
By the 
end of the fourth day a few small 
pimples m ake their appearance and 
the m orning of the 
fifth day pa ­ 
tient, b y com paring the M-ay ho felt 
two days b ack, feels fine and re­ 
sumes his Mork, exposing all tm- 
vaccinated persons he comes In con­ 
tact with.
